Hongkong, May 22.—When Admiral Dewey 
reaches here tomorrow the British authori- 
tles will have in readiness a guard of de- 
tectives to protect him against possible 


| molestation, This step is dictated by the 


doastfulness of the Filipino junta. The 
bodyguard will be established without ref- 
.erence to the wishes of the hero of Manila 
Bay. 


give Dewey a royal welcome the junta has 
been holding secret meetings with Agoncillo, 
who is said to be here, and Howard W. 
Bray; head of the insurgent department of 
publicity. 

Bray is an English adventurer, who con- 
sorts with the Americans, F. W. Sylvester 
and Louis Spitzel, who have been selling 
arms to the Filipinos. Years ago in Manila 
he got possession of the entire estate of a 
Filipino millionaire who had just died. The 
British Consul refused to recognize his title. 

It was this Bray, now plotting with would- 
be assassins, who carried on all the corre- 
spondence with the anti-expansion United 
States Senators. 

Dewey will be the guest of Consular Agent 
Wildman and will stay here two weeks be- 
fore resuming his voyage home. 


Submit Terms for Peace. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

Manila, May 22.—3:15 p. m.—Professor 
Schurman, head of the United States Phil- 
ippine commission, has submitted the fol- 
lowing written propositions to the Filipinos: 

“While the final decision as to the form 
of government is in the hands of the Con- 
gress, the President, under his military 
powers, pending the action of Congress, 
stands ready to offer the following form of 
government: 

A Governor General, to be appointed by 
the President; a Cabinet to be appointed by 
the Governor General; all the Judges to be 
appointed by the President; the heads of de- 
partments and Judges to be either Ameri- 
cans or Filipinos, or both; and also a gen- 
eral advisory council, its members to be 
chosen by the people by a form of suffrage 
to be hereafter carefully determined upon. 

„The President earnestly desires that 
bloodshed ‘cease, and that the people of the 
Philippines at an early date enjoy the largest 
measure of self-government compatible with 
peace and order.” 

The United States commission prepared 
the scheme and the President cabled his 
approval of the form of the document. 


Filipino Proposal Indefinite. 

The Filipinos have made no definite propo- 
sition except for a cessation of hostilities 
until they can present the question of peace 
to the people. | 

Professor Schurman told the Filipinos 
they had no means of gathering the people 
together, as the Americans control most 
rot the porta. He also reminded them that 
a uberall form ef government was offered 


than the conditions existing under 

Gozaga, President of the Filipino commis- 
sion, replied that nothing could be worse 
than Spanish rule, and admitted that the 
form of government proposed was liberal. 


Delegation Is Divided.. 

The civilian members of the Filipino com- 
mission have declined to codperate with 
the other members of that commission, as 
the former consider Aguinaldo's latest de- 
mand to be preposterous, after Major Gen- 
eral Otis’ refusal of an armistice, referring 
to his.wish for time in order to consult the 

Filipino congress. 

After a conference tomorrow 
United States commissioners, the Filipino 
commissioners will lunch with Professor 
Schurman and will afterwards visit the ves- 
sels composing the American fleet. 

Military Operations Go On. 

In spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in Manila, the military op- 
erations continue with unabated vigor. 

The visitors were apparently ignorant of 
the true condition of affairs here. Upon 
their arrival they were immediately inun- 
dated with invitations covering both day 
and night, and express surprise at the con- 
dition of affairs within our lines. They had 
been led to believe that everything was cha- 
otic, and are delighted at the reception ac- 
corded them. 

Reports received from persons who have 
arrived from the interior show that no troops 
are left in the northern provinces. They 
were all drafted south after the outbreak of 
the war. The villages on the west coast are 
almost deserted, and the llocanos especially 
are desirous of joining the Americans, if 
only for the purpose of crushing the Tagalos. 


But Few Rebel Troops Left. 

It is added that the only Filipino troops 
new left are 7,000 men, under General Luna, 
at Tarlac, and about 4,000 under General 
Pio del Pilar. Even these are demoralized 
short of arms and supplies. Many of 
their rifles are disabled, and the Filipinos 
are unable to repair them, owing to the lack 

of mechanics and materials for so doing. 

A coasting steamer which has arrived here 
reports that the Spanish garrison at Zam- 
boanga, Island of Minandoa, is held by the 
rebels in much the same manner the Amer- 


ity of Manila. Every night the Spaniards 
are subjected to an ineffectual fusillade, and 
if they are not soon relleved they will be 
reduced to the condition of the Spanish 
garrison at Iloilo just previous to its evac- 
uation of that place. 

| Think Peace Is Near. 

Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Special. }— 
While actual peace has not been accom- 
plished in the Philippines the reports re- 
ceived from there today convince the author- 

ities here the installation of a new form of 

vernment will soon be accomplished. The 
p agreed upon and which has been fore- 
. shadowed in these dispatches has been pro- 
- posed to the Filipinos and the best judgment 
of administration officials here is that the 
offer will be accepted. N 

This proposition is for the appointment 
by the President of a Governor General, 
who will appoint his Cabinet; the establish- 
ment of a judiciary whose members are to 
be appointed by the President; and the elec- 
tion of a general advisory council by the 
natives. 

The heads of the departments and the ju- 
diciary may be selected from Americans and 
Filipinos. This scheme of government was 
decided on some time ago and meets with the 
approval of the President and his Cabinet. 
It is ed here as an extremely liberal 
proposition and one that is likely to be ac- 
cepted by the leaders of the insurgents.

Otis Reports Situation.

DEATH ENDS PLEASURE DRIVE. 


A. S. Weber Succumbs to Heart Disease 
While Riding Out with Wife 
and Children. 


A. 8. Weber, 497 Milwaukee avenue, died 
of heart disease yesterday afternoon while 
out driving with his wife and two of their 
younger children. Mr. Weber had been a 
butcher in Milwaukee avenue since 1870 
until a few years ago, when he retired from 
business. It was his custom to take his 
wife and smaller children out gor a drive 
every afternoon, and yesterday they started 
out as usual. 

While they were returning from Lincoln 
Park Mr. Weber’s horse fell at La Salle 
avenue and Goethe street.

CANADA SHES TRIUSTICE 


OFFICIAL CLAIMS UNITED STATES 
WILL NOT DEAL FAIRLY. 


Denies That the British Commission- 
ers Refused Reasonable Couces- 
sions and Cites Instances Where Al- 


Dominion—Fisheries, Lamber Tar- 
ie, Waterway Privileges, and Alas- 
ka Diseuseed. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 22.—[(Special.]—A mem- 
ber of the Canadian Cabinet authorizes a 
specific denial of the dispatches sent out 
from Washington charging the British com- 
missioners at the international conference 
with refusing reasonable concessions to the 
United States. His authoritative statement 
explanatory of the inner workings of the 
conference at his request is given to Tue 
Cuicago Trispune for publication in the 
United States and has been cabled to London 
for simultaneous publication, there. He says: 

When the proceedings come to be made 
public it will be seen that the selfishness of 
a few protected interests has been the obsta- 
cle of a fair and equitable adjustment of the 
controversial subjects submitted to the con- 
ference. 

It is well known that the lessees of the 
seal fisheries in the Pacific Ocean have for 
years been endeavoring to secure a monopoly 
of the industry and have been representing 
that Canadian sealers were destroying the 
herd, and made that the pretext for forcing 
some kind of a settlement. Canada, while 
not acquiescing in these views, was willing 

to consider a proposal to sell out on compen- 
sation being paid to the sealers and some 
trade equivalent being given for the extinc- 
tion of a national right. } 

Under the Washington treaty of 1871 cer- 
tain privileges were given in Canadian 
waters to American fishermen in exchange 
for the privilege to Canadian fishermen of 
the repeal of the duty on fish. The arrange- 
ment worked satisfactorily for many years, 
but that portion of the treaty was abrogated 
by the United States. 


Differences as to Lumber. 

“In 1804 Congress passed an act taking 
the duty off sawed boards, shingles, etc., 
logs being free. American lumbermen ac- 
quired timber limits in Canada, in some in- 
stances manufacturing the logs into boards, 
but in the majority of cases cutting tho 
logs in Canada and taking them over to 
Michigan to be cut up. As Canadian lumber 
was free in the United States market, no ob- 
jection was taken. 

“A couple of years after a duty of $1 per 
1,000 feet was placed on sawed boards, and 
a corresponding duty on other classes of 
lumber, thus reducing the value of the 
American market to Canadian lumbermen. 
In 1807 the duty was increased to $2 per 1,000 
feet, and a correspondingly high duty was 
imposed on other grades of lumber. In 
addition to the duty Congress declared that 
if any country placed an export duty on 
logs the amount of the export duty should 
be added to the $2 per 1,000 feet payable on 
the importation of the lumber. : 

“As American lumber was free under the 
Canadian tariff, and large quantities were 
‘exported from Minnesota and other States 
into Manitoba and the Northwest Terri-

“Americans demanded the privilege of 
buying our logs, but imposed a duty on the 
sawed boards; they want the spruce of 
Canada, but place a high duty on the pulp; 
they ask that Canada shall not impose a 
duty on nickel ore, but place a high duty 
on nickel manufactures, | 
„ Citizens of the United States enjoy equal 
privileges with Canadians in the use of the 
canals which have cost the Dominion 
$75,000,000 and for which no equivalent has 
been granted, though promised under the 
Washington treaty. The only American lock 
that British vessels are permitted to use is 
at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., and as the United 
States refused to allow British troops to 
pass through it when volunteers were being 
sent to quell an insurrection in the North- 
west, Canada has now built an independent 


is being freely used by American vessels as 
in some respects more convenient than the 
canal on the American side. 

Canada has not imitated the unneighbor- 
ly example referred to, but when during the 
recent war application was made to allow 
American cruisers to pass through the St. 
Lawrence canals from the great lakes to the 
ocean, permission was freely given. 


Woes of the Fishermen. 


American fishermen on the Pacific enjoy 
the privilege of landing their fish at British 
ports and transporting them in bond to the 

- Bastern States, while fish caught by Cana- 
dian fishermen in both the Atlantic and Pa-

American miners are as free as Canadian 
to take up the rich placer mines in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories, and 75 per cent, 
at least, of all the gold taken from the Klon- 
dike and other streams has been sent to the 
United States to enrich its citizens, while a 
Canadian miner is not permitted to take up a 
mining claim in the adjoining Territory of 
Alaska. Congress passed an act professing 
to grant similar privileges to Canadian min- 

ers but an interpretation has been placed 
on the act by the authorities at Washington 
which absolutely debars a Canadian or Brit- 
ish subject from taking up mining claims in 
; pture on Boundary Dispute. 

It is an open secret that the negotiations 
at Washington were temporarily broken off 
by the refusal of the American commission- 
ers to submit to an independent tribunal the 

boundary line between Alaska and the 
Canadian territory. The treaty between 
Great Britain and Russia, signed in 1825, is 


’ by no means clear in its definition of the 


boundary, and the alignment can only be 
fixed satisfactorily by a fair and just 
tribunal of judicial experts, yet the United 
States seéks to place its own interpretation 
on the confused language of the treaty and 
refuses to refer the question to such a 
tribunal as the Canadian people can place 
confidence in except subject to conditions 
favorable to the United States. 

“From every point of view it will be seen 
that Canada’s treatment of ‘the United 
States has been of a far more generous and 
‘liberal character than the treatment of the 
United States to Canada. The prosperity 
of Canada is not dependent on favors from 
her big and selfish neighbor, and the action 
of Congress in recent years in endeavoring 
to squeeze Canada is having the effect of 
turning the trade enjoyed by the United 
States in the past to Great Britain and 
other countries,

POLICEMAN J. F. SHEAHAN SHOT 


Probably Fatally Wounded Early To- 
day While Carrying Out Orders to 
Disarm Colored Men. 


In endeavoring to carry out the order of 
his superfor officers to place under arrest all 
colored men found carrying weapons with- 
out permits—an order which was due to the 
killing cf two colored men and the wounding 
of a third early yesterday morning—Police- 
man James F. Sheahan of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Street Station was shot in the abdomen 


and State streets, receiving a wound that 
may prove fatal. He was taken to the Mer- 
ey Hospital. His condition is regarded as 
critical. 

Sheahan and some other policemen were 
arresting four colored men, when one of 
them, Ed Hamer, 2814 Dearborn street, broke 
away and ran. Sheahan pursued him. 
Hamer turned and fired. The policeman 
‘dropped to the ground. Hamer ran to State 
and Twenty-ninth streets, where he dashed 
into Smith’s saloon. He was followed by 
‘companions of Sheahan, who arrested him 
and took him to the station. Hamer's three 
comrades were locked up; too. 

At 7 a. m. yesterday Burrell Douglas and 
his son Frank were shot and killed and 
George Allen was mortally wounded in a 
saloon fight over a game of cards at 1834 
Dearborn street. Douglas had quarreled 
with Allen, and unable to hold his 
own alone went home and returned with 
his son and renewed the fight. The father 
is said to have fired several shots before 
either of the others began firing. Allen 
finally drew his revolver and sent four 
bullets into Burrell Douglas’ breast and one 
into Frank Douglas’ forehead. Allen, who 
had been sot in the abdomen, ran from the 
place. He was caught by Policeman Don- 
negan in Englewood and taken to the Engle- 
wood Union Hospital. 

This double murder came as the culmina- 
tion of a series of affrays in which colored 
men have been implicated of late, and led to 
the issuance of an order at the Twenty- 
second Street Station that all colored men 
in that district found carrying weapons 
without proper authority be arrested. 


in the station under this order, and it was 
in attempting to make more arrests that 
Sheahan was shot. 

Lieutenant Alcock was notified, and in a 
few minutes was at the scene of the shooting. 
He made provision for proper attention be- 
ing given Sheahan, and then returned to the 
station to look after the handling of the 
prisoners. He said: 

There has been a great deal of promis- 
cuous shooting by colored men in this dis- 
trict lately, and it is to be stopped. Two 
men, perhaps four, killed in a day is a record 
that demands attention. These men are 
worthless fellows who do no work, but hang 
around basement dives and live in stables 
and along alle¥s.”’ 

A week ago last Saturday night Edward 
Thomas shot and killed William Chapel after. 
a quarrel over a pool game at Twent}-ninth 
and State streets, and last Sunday night 
James Reed escaped the police by fumping 
‘from the North rk street viaduct after 
“shooting David enson In a fight over a 
dice game played under the Clark street 
bridge. All these are colored men. There 
have been numerous shooting affrays recent- 
ly less serious in their consequences, bit 
— colored men, mostly of the South

High Tribunal of the United States 
After Disposing of 
519 Cases. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.~The United 
States Supreme Court adjourned today for 
the term. During the session the court dis- 
posed of 519 cases, leaving 302 cases on the 
docket. At the close of the last previous 
term the docket contained 313 cases. ö 

The court today rendered the first decision 
given by it bearing upon the present bank- 
ruptcy law. The opinion was in the case 
of the George M. West Company vs. Lea 
Bros., on certificate from the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Fourth 
Circuit. The decision was on a question cer- 
tifled and was as follows: 

As a deed of general assignment for the benefit 
of creditors is made by the bankruptcy act alone 
sufficient to justify an adjudication in voluntary 
bankruptcy against the debtor making such deed 
without reference to his solvency at the time of 
the filing of the petition, the denial of insolvency 
by way of defense to a petition based upon the 
making of a deed of general assignment is not 
warranted by the bankruptcy law. 

The court, through Justice Brown, held 
that planks or boards planed on one side 
and tongued and grooved should have been 
admitted free of duty as dressed lumber ’’ 
under the tariff act of 1804, and not as a 
manufacture of wood.“ ' 
The court held in the case of the Missouri. 
Kansas and Texas Railway company versus 
McCann & Swiger, that a railroad company 
receiving an assignment of goods was ve- 
sponsible for damage to them in cases 
where the damage occurred on a connecting 
line. | 

The court decided the case of the Louis- 
ville Trust company versus the Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago railway company 
and others. The case involves the conten- 
tion over the guarantee given by this rall- 
way company on the bonds of a Kentucky 
railroad company amounting to $1,185,000, 
This guarantee the New Albany sought to 
have declared void. The opinion finds the 
Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit, in 
its opinion favoring the railroad company, 
to be in error in that it failed to protect 
the interests of certain of the creditors. 

In deciding the claim of Sarah A. Oakes 
against the United States for 4 vessel taken 
by the Confederate government during the 
war of the rebellion the court held that the 
archives of the Confederate government 
constitute competent testimony. Thess 
archives showed that the vessel in question 
was purchased by the Confederates, and the 
decision was accordingly against the claim. 


BIG IRON TRUST IS BROKEN. 


Incorporation of Carnegie Company in 
Pennsylvania Said to Have De- 
stroyed the Combine. 


New York, May 22.—Leading men in the 
steel and iron trade said today that the in- 
corporation of the new Carnegie iron and 
steel combination under the laws of Pennsyl- 
vania means the failure of the contemplated 
big iron and steel trust which was to in- 
clude the Federal Steel company with a joint 
capital of nearly $1,000,000,000. 

This opinion was considered as corrob- 
orated by the abandonment by the Carnegie 
company (headed by Mr. Frick) of its New 
Jersey charter recently filed, and the fact 
that many of the subcompanies of the pro- 
posed consolidated company filed notice at 
Albany today of their intention to do bus!- 
ness in this State. 

The fees, etc., incidental to the taking out 
of a charter in Pennsylvania, which was to 
have been paid by Mr. Friek's company, 
amounted to nearly $1,000, 000. | 

Tinplate Contracts Stand. 

A member of one of the constituent or ex 
pected subcompanies speaking today of the 
failure of the proposed gigantic iron and steel 
combination, said that, notwithstanding its 
failure, the contracts made by the various 
companies and subcompanieg with the sev- 
eral tinplate companies will remain opera- 
tive. This is régarded as an important re- 
sult, obtained by the attempt to control the 
entire iron and steel product in the country 
from the ore in the mine to the finished prod- 
uct of manufacture.

before a court-martial, has reached the War 
department. The officer was accused of 
quitting his post to pillage and plunder, in 
violation of the forty-second article of war, 
and of conduct unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman, in violation of the sixty-first 
article of war. The specifications go quite 
fully into the details of the alleged offense 
and describe Captain Jeffery one night in 
February, while at Iloilo, as quitting his 
post and colors for the purpose of plunder 
and pillage; that he did plunder and pillage 
the property of an inhabitant; that he en- 
tered the latter’s house, and forcibly and 
without the latter’s consent took therefrom 
certain furniture, crockery, silverware, jew- 
elry, and other household effects to the value 
of $500; that some of the jewelry was divided 
by Captain Jeffery among the private sol- 
diers who were with him at the time. 

It was also specified that Jeffery on the 
same night appeared before some enlisted 
men in an intoxicated condition; that he 
offered them intoxicating drink and behaved 
in an *‘ unseemly and boisterous manner.“ 

Captain Jeffery pleaded not guilty; and the 
court so found and returned a prompt sen- 
tence of acquittal. 

The case, by reason of the charges, is such 
an unusual one it has attracted some atten- 
tion. Officers and men have been charged 
with pillage in the Philippines, as they were 
in Santiago, but the army officials here have 
insisted that the charges could never be 
sustained.

AFFORDS SIGHT FOR WHITSUNTIDE 
HOLIDAY-MAKERS. 


Divers Who Worked on the Mohegan 
Now Examining Bottom of Big Liner 
Several Holes Said to Have Been 
Found — Passengers Pass Vote of 
Thanks to Captain, Crew, and Coast 
Guards—Extent of Damage Yet Un- 


known. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE OHICAGO TRIBUNE 
BY H. WHIGHAM.) 
London, May 22.—Tuesday’s Whitsuntide 
holiday-makers had a especial attraction on 
the south coast in the wreck of the liner 
Paris and it was visited by thousands of 


trippers. 
It is almost impossible to believe the great 
liner is a wreck, lying therein smooth water, 
with just a perceptible sinking at the stern. } 

The waterline shows nineteen feet forward 
and twenty-six at the stern. 

The divers report four or five holes for- 
ward through which the water is rapidly 
getting the better of the pumps. 

The question of saving the ship now de- 
pends entirely on the state of the weather 
for the next few days. 

No hint has yet been given in explanation 
ot the disaster. It is only necessary to point 
out the vessel is not wrecked on the Man- 
geles but inside of the rock by a mile. There 
was no fog at the time, but a rather heavy 
mist, and no lack of lights, as some papers 
have suggested. The lights are few on that 
part of the coast, but are absolutely unmis- 
takable. The reason of the disaster, there- 
fore, is at present a mystery. 


No Word of Blame for Captain. 
The passengers last night held a mecting 
at Falmouth, thanking the Captain for his 
excellent management, and not a word was 
whispered against him.

Reformer Who Lectures to Those Who 
Think and Dream Arrives at 
Orleans Gate.

Paris, May 22.—Merovak, crusading 
against the commonplace and the ugly, ar- 
rived here today at the Orleans gate. All 
disputes of politicians, philosophers, and 
artists ceased in the enthusiasm to meet 


im. 

0 He entered at sunset, ringing the chimes 
of his belfry. It was placed on a chariot 
drawn by a donkey richly caparisoned. 
Twenty steps in front marched a herald in 
the authentic costume of the days of chiv- 
alry, blowing a long trumpet. On both sides 
of the chariot were torchbearers in the court 
dress of pages. 

In the rear of the chariot were the writ- 
ers, the attendants, and followers of the 
crusade, who had come from Brussels.

“The idea of regenerating the world by 
love of the beautiful came to me in front of 
the abbey of Maillezay. I Hved for two 
years in the bell-ringers’ box in the tower 
of Notre Dame of Paris, 240 feet above the 
sidewalk.

Then I went through the land of chimes— 
through old Flanders—preaching the love 
of Gothic cathedrals and of pure beauty. 
You wish to know what my belfry is? The 
crowd is inaccessible to pure ideas. They 
must be presented to the crowd in a concrete 
form. This belfry is the vehicle of my ideal. 
It is a symbol.” * 


PEACE COMMITTEES TO MEET. 


Will Elect Various Officers—Ambasse- 
dor White and Other Dele- | 


gates Hopeful. 


The Hague, May 22.—The Disagmament 
committee of the peace conference meets at 
4 o'clock on Wednesday, the Commit- 
tee on the Laws of Warfare meets during 
the afternoon of the same day, and the Com- 
mittee on Arbitration meets on Wednesday. 

The first session of each committee will be 
devoted to the election of officers, and an 
agreement has practically been reached. 

Andrew D. White, the United States Am- 
bassador at Berlin, and head of the Ameri- 
can delegation, in an interview here said 
he regarded the situation as promising, and 
that the first work of organization will be 
well done. He added: 

“IT am hopeful that it will be possible 
to reach practical conclusions. The skepti- 
cism of the first few days must yield to se- 
rious hopes, without at the.same time in- 
dulging in exaggerated expectations. 

“The words of Emperor William have 
contributed to improve the situation. I 
think we may arrive at some result on the 
subject of mediation and arbitration. Al- 
though it is undoubtedly impossible to make 
such action obligatory, it can be rendered 
at least optional, and I believe that after 
the conference the powers will recognize 
that they have at their disposal a means of 
regulating their differences otherwise than 
at war. That will bean immense advantage. 

“IT am also confident that important im- 
provements are achievable in the laws and 
usages of war, to humanize war, especially 
in extending to the naval battles the Geneva 
convention of 1884 and in increasing the pro- 
tection of private property in naval wars. 

** Relative to the reduction of armaments, 
I am not in a position to speak.“ 

Other Ambassadors expressed similar 
views. They said they were most hopeful 
that the deliberations of the conference 
would result in the adoption of practical 
recommendations tending toward peace and 
rendering war more humane.

FUNERAL OF MLLE. RHEA. 


Word Received at Buffalo of the Ob- 
sequies for the Well-Known 
Actress. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 22.—Word was re- 
ceived today of the death of Mile. Rhea, 
the well known actress, in Montmorenci, 
France. The communication came in the 
shape of a large black-bordered envelop 
containing an announcement of her funeral. 
The text of the letter translated was as fol- 
lows: 

ou are asked to assist as escort in the 
service of interment of Mile. Hortenz-Barbo 
Loret, called Rhea, who died, strengthened 
with the sacraments of the church, at her 
home, Rue de Chesneaux, No. 10, in Mont- 
morenci, in her fifty-fifth year. | 

The service will take place on Friday, 
May 12, 1899, at 3 p. m., in the parish church 
at Montmorenci.” , | 


Mile. Rhea was born in Belgium in 1845 
and was educated at the Ursuline Convent 
in Paris. She studied afterward in the con- 
servatory connected with the Comédie | 
Francaise, and made her first appearance 
on the stage as an amateur in Paris in 
Alfred de Musset's La Nuit d’Octobre.” 
She began as a professional actress in Les 
Doigts de Fee in Brussels. She played in 
that city for a season and then at the 
Phéatre Francais in Rouen. After playing 
in St. Petersburg and London she came to 
America, and in her first season here. she 
acted in“ Adrienne Lecouvreur,” Much 
Ado About Nothing,” and “ Camille.” A few 
seasons ago she made an elaborate produc- 
tion of a play called Josephine, Empress 
of the French.“ She was engaged to play 
for the season just past in the company with 
Louis James and Frederick Warde, but 
less than a year ago her health failed and 
she found herself obliged to go to France 
and give up all hope of acting. 


ATTACK INHERITANCE TAX LAW. 


Heirs of Albert M. Billings Set Up a 


New Argument Against Its 
Validity. 


The constitutionality of the inheritance tax 
law was attacked yesterday in Judge Car- 
ter’s court by the heirs of Albert M. Billings, 
who died two years ago, leaving an estate 
valued at $7,500,000 to be divided among his 
wife, Augusta; his son, C. K. G. Billings; and 
his grandson, Albert Billings Ruddock. The 
authorities taxed the estate under the law 
about 570.000. It is now sought by attorneys 
representing the heirs to avoid the payment 
of — tax on the ground that the law is in- 
valid. 

Counsel for the heirs argued that the fact 
that the inheritance tax law establishes a 
tax where the will provides that the remain- 
der of the estate, after the death of the bene- 
ficlary, goes to a lineal descendant, while no 
tax is provided where no provision is made 
for the disposal of the remainder to take 
place after the death of the heir, known in 
law as a collateral remainder, makes the 
whole law void as in conflict with that part 
of the constitution of the State which pro- 
vides that all privileges in the same class 
shall be equally taxed. 

Judge Carter took the case under advise- 
ment. A decision will be rendered in a few 
weeks and the case will be appealed by the 
defeated party.

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GRAIN SHOVELERS TO RETURN TO 
WORK TOMORROW MORNING. 
— 

Agreement Between the Strikers and 
Contractor Conners Signed at an 
Early Hour This Morning and Is Ap- 
proved by the Full Committee of the 
Grain Shovelers’ Union—All Parties 
Interested Are Satisfied and the 
Long Strike Is Declared Of.

Buffalo, N. I., May 238—2:46 a. m.—The 
grain shovelers’ strike has been settled. 

The agreement, signed late last night by 
a subcommittee representing the strikers, of 
which President Keefe of the Longshore- 
men's association was a member, and Con- 
tractor Conners, has been approved by the 
{ull committee of the Grain Shovelers’ union. 

The strike is to be declared off and the 
men will return to work on Wednesday 
morning, 

Buffaio, N. Y., May 22.—[Special.]—W. J. 
Conners, longshoreman contractor, whose 
employés are the cause of the Buffalo and 
great lakes shipping blockade, was arrested 
late this afternoon upon charges of im- 
porting contract labor from Canada. The 
charge {s brought by Charles Richards, a 
man who says he was brought from Mon- 
treal. Richards is held as a witness. 

The penalty for this offense is $1,000 for 
each laborer imported, and there are said to 
be twenty or more men at work on the docks 
or in Buffalo whom Conners has brought 
across the border. 

Men familiar with the situation say the 
strike is over, but this by no means assures 
the end of the blockade and the return of the 
full quota of employés to the elevators and 
docks. The men have both broken away 
from their leaders and been deserted by 
them. The result is they are split up into 
dissenting factions, and the old railroad men 
interested, who are veterans of a dozen 
strikes, say this means the disintegration of 
their opposition. 

The strikers are divided, and if the men go 
back to work scatteringly, as the present 
situation indicates, it will probably mean 
more violence than has been seen thus far. 


RESOLUTIONS BY DIRECTORY. 


Board of Trade Officials Decide the Lake 
Carriers’ Plan Will Conserve 
| All Interests. 


Directors Patten and Farnum, a majority 
of the Chicago Board of Trade committee 
which went to Buffalo on Saturday night to 
gather information on the shovelers’ and 
freight handlers’ strike, returned yesterday 
morning, having left President Lyon at 
Cleveland. Soon after the board opened a 
directors’ meeting was called and the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, This board on May 19 passed resolu- 
tions calling upon the Lake Carriers’ association 
to abrogate a certain contract with one Conners; 
and, 

Whereas, A special comittee of this directory wae 
appointed to visit Buffalo, with instructions to 
thoroughly investigate the causes of the strike 
of shovelers and freight handlers, and to ascer- 
tain, if possible, the equities of’ the respective 
interests concerned, in order that the commerce 
of the Great Lakes should not be further congest- 
ed; and, 

Whereas, The committee held a conference with 
the representatives of the various interests in-

Three Chicago men, employés of the tna 
Powder company at tna, Ind., were blown 
to atoms in the explosion of a tank of nitro- 
glycerine shortly before midnight on Sunday.

The explosion occurred in the building 
known as the nitrater,“ which is situated 
halfa mile beyond the main plant. The 
three men named were in charge of the room 
at the time and Ebler was the first one to 
discover that a pipe leading from the engine 
had burst, igniting some sawdust and leaves 
near a flue leading into the room containing 
the nitroglycerine tank. He madean in- 
effectual effort to trample out the flames. 
In an instant the tank blew up and with it 
the three men named. 

Not a vestige of the building remains, and 
up to sundown yesterday the bodies nor 
any vortion of them had been recovered. 

John Smith, a cousin of Ebler and a fire- 
man employed days by the company, was 
asleep at his boarding-house in Lake Sta- 
tion at the time of the explosion, and the 
shock nearly threw him out of bed. :

‘yEW YORK LEGISLATURE MEETS TO 
REMEDY THE FORD BILL. 


Governor Roosevelt in His Message 
Says Corporations Do Not Bear 
 ?heir Share of the Taxation Burden, 
but That He Is Not in Sympathy with 
the Outery Against Them-—Effort 
Will Be Made to Pass a Substitute 
Measure Conforming to His Ideas, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Albany. N. V., May 22.—[{Special.]—The 
New York Legislature, which met tonight 
in special session, has before it one of the 
most important bits of legislation the coun- 
try has ever known. Governor Roosevelt pro- 
the franchlses of quasi public 
corporations, and that is the reason the 
Legislature is called in special session. 

In his message, which was sent in tonigh:, 

yernor Rooseveit says: 

“at the present the farmers, 
gardeners, and the mechanics and trades- 
men having small holdings are paying an 
jmproper and excessive portion of the gen- 

i taxes, while at the same time many of 
the efforts to remedy this state of affairs— 
notably in the direction of taxing securities 
are not only unwise but inefficient, and 
often serve merely to put a premium upon 
dishonesty. ‘ 

Present System Unjust. 


“There is evident injustice in the light 
Yaxation of corporations. I have not the 
Slightest sympathy with the outcry against 
corporations as such, or against prosperous 
men of business. To drive out of a com- 
munity the men of means and the men who 
take the lead in business enterprises would 
probably entail, as one of its first results, 


the starvation of a considerable portion of 
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the remainder of the population. 

But, while I freely admit all this, it yet 
remains true that a corporation which de- 
rives its power from the State should pay 
to the State a. just percentage of its earnings 
as return for the privileges it enjoys. This 
Bhould be especially true for the franchises 
bestowed upon gas companies, street rail- 
roads, and the like.“ 

Relative to the proposition to place the 


determination of the tax in the hands of the 


the market 


State board, the Governor says: 


“I deem it wise that the power of laying 
and assessing the tax on franchises should 
be left with the State authorities, not the 
local authorities, this being in my view de- 
sirable both for the sake of providing 
‘against dishonest favoritism or of discrim- 
mation against corporations by the loca! 
authorities, and also for the sake of work- 
ing equity as between the franchises in dif- 
‘ferent localities.’’ 
The Governor's message concludes: 

» “I recommend the enactment of a law 
Which shall tax all franchises as realty, 
‘which shall provide for the assesment of the 
tax by the Board of State Tax Commission- 
ers, and which shall further provide that 
from the tax thus levied for the benefit of 
each locality, there shall be deducted the 
tax as now paid by the corporation in ques- 


* 
. Governor believes that he can count 
on the help of the corporations in seeing 
the bill put into proper form instead of, as 
heretofore, counting upon the opposition 
of some among them to sthemes for making 
them pay their just share of taxation. 

After the reading of the message the Leg- 
isla ture adjourned till tomorrow morning. 

It is stated that the new Ford bill will 
read that special franchises shall be taxed 
as well as local, the Governor believing that 
under the term local franchises some cor- 
porations might technically escape the tax. 


Progress of the Bill. is 

Early in the session an amendment to the 
tax law of New York was proposed in the 
shape of a bill giving the local assessor the 
>ower to tax all franchises as real estate. 
The bill slumbered glong in the Legislature: 
nobody paid any particular attention to it. 
In fact, everybody thought it was dead. The 


day before the session adjourned, however, | 


Governor Roosevelt sent in what is known 
here as an emergency message asking that 
the bill be taken up and passed. This mes- 
sage got lost and the next day Governor 
Roosevel€ sent it@mother one. Then the 
bill was taken up and sent to him. 

There is a curious wrinkle in the constitu- 
tion of New York. A bill coming from com- 
mittee must lie on the table three days before 
any action can be had on it. This can be ob- 
viated, however, and the time limit waived 
in case the bill be made the subject of a 
special message from the Governor. So when 
Governor Roosevelt made this franchise tax 
bill the subject of a special message the time 
limit was waived and it went through, as by 
suspension of the rules. 

Everybody seemed to favor the bill. The 
Tammany delegation was particularly 
pleased, as it virtually gave Tammany the 
power to levy taxes on billions of capital in 

Greater New York. The Governor said he 
didn't exactly fancy the measure, but the 
principle was all right. ma 

The bill passed on the last day of the ses- 

Bion, and that was the 28th day of April. The 
Governor has thirty days within which to 
approve it or veto ft. This time is up on the 
27th day of May. 

The effect of the bill.on such stocks as Man- 
hattan and the Telephone company. was an 

immediate and rapid decline. Some of these 
stocks fell off ten or fifteen points in a min- 

ute. They have recovered to some extent, 
but the bill was a body blow. 

Everybody thought Governor Roosevelt 

‘would sign that bill at once. As indicated, 
he favored the principle, but he did not like 
the manner in which the tax was to be levied 
and collected. He gave out that he was 
going to take final action on the bill on the 
12th day of this month and on the 11th of the 
month he gave out for publication the rea- 
sons which impelled him to favor the bill. 


Opposition from Lawyers.

“A Runaway Girl’ has run so far that 
it reached Chicago last night in a frayeil 
and travel-worn plight. Its state was mir- 
rored in its scenery and in the appearance 
| of much of the costuming,’ as well as in 

portions of the production. For the sake 

of the brilliant audience which came to 
witness the vaunted exact reproduction of 
the musical farce as it was presented in. 

New York last August—as well as for Mr. 

Augustin Daly's own sake—it is to be hopeil 

that the scenery employed last night was a 
makeshift. Perhaps the company’s. bag- 
gage met with an accident en route. 

If not, then Mr. Daly is guilty of sending 
his company out with scenery which would 
disgrace a fourth-rate touring company. 
The background to the second act, which 
was supposed to depict gay and gorgeous 
carnival scenes in Venice the beautiful. 
looked for all the world like a view of the 
Harrison Street Depot caught from some 
point along the river. Its companion 
pieces were tawdry. The Corsican scenery, 
so-called, of the first act seemed to have 
had stock company usage. 

Mr. Daly, admitting his responsibility, 
took a long chance in decreeing that A 
Runaway Girl’ should be submitted to the 
country unsupported by scenic embelish- 
ments as well as lacking in many of the 
best members of the original American cast. 

A Runaway Girl” is no marvel to stand 
by itself. It bears its heavy English stamp 
too strongly on its face. There is not enough 
plot to deserve comment, though the fact 
cannot be viewed in itself as a serious fault, 
considering the class of the piece. The re- 
sult may be fragmentary, but possibilities 
of amusement are not lacking in the broken 
threads. 

James Powers realized more of them than 
did any other member of the company. As 
Flipper, the jockey-courier, he was a fun- 
maker every moment he was on the stage. 
The trouble was he,came late. Everything 
dragged in the opening scene, and there 
was no approach to unity. The orchestra 
drowned the chorus, and Virginia Earl could 
not liven up herself or her companions in 
a schoolgirl picnic, not even by smoking 
cigarets. Miss Ethel Jackson won the first 
hearty applause a full half hour after the 
curtain went up, singing a witching love 
song. I Love You, My Love, I Do.“ Later, 
at the opening of the second act, she made 
one of the three pronounced, hits of the 
evening, leading the chorus in a song, 
Listen to the Band. which will be popular 
in Chicago before the week is over. The 
audience left whistling it. Originally Eng- 
lish, dealing with hussars and the like, it 
has been given an American coloring by 
verses of war tone. The chorus work, which 
was one of the best things about “A Run- 
away Girl,“ aided Miss Jackson's triumph

DEAL WITH NEGRO WORK 


PRESBYTERIANS DEVOTE THE DAY 
OUR BROTHER IN BLACK.” 

Freedman’s Board, in Common with 
the Others, Starts the New Year 
Free from Debt — Report Desling 
with Negro Lynchings in the South 
Is Sent Back to Committee for Mod- 
ifleation—Question of Representa- 
tion Is Indefinitely Postponed.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 22.—[Special.J— 
Our brother in black occupied the bulk 
of the time today in the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly. The topic of the morning 
session was the Freedmen’s board and in the 
evening the popular meeting was held in 
behalf of the same board. Ospinarily. the 
report of the standing comm! is read by 
the chairman, and then the Secretary of the 
board makes his speech, but today the en- 
tire assembly insisted on talking at once. 

The board closed its year with a debt of 
$40,000, and, as every other board had begun 
the new year free from debt, it was decided 
to raise this amount before final action was 
taken upon the work of the year, For two 
weeks the question has been agitated 
throughout the church, and this morning the 
result was seen when man after man arose 
and pledged for his church or presbytery or 
individually a given amount, the total of 
the pledges reaching more than 640,000. 
Thus, for the first time in a decade, every 
board begins the year without a handicap. 

James Yereance of New York announced 
that the commissioners from that presbytery, 
while not authorized to subscribe the $3,200, 
would endeavor to secure it from their 
churches. The Fourth Church of Chicago 
sent a telegram that $450 was raised there 
yesterday for the debt. Alaska and Africa 
paid their quotas, while telegrams, pledges, 
and personal notes were sent to the Modera- 
tor from every point. | | 

Then came the addresses. Dr. Cowan, the 
Secretary, said that his speech had been 
spoiled by the action of the assembly. He 
had come prepared to show how the debt 
had been accumulated, how it might be re- 
moved, and to suggest that now was the 
time to remove it, but the fact that it was 
removed made a speech unnecessary. Sev- 
ęral colored missionaries and one Indian were 
also heard on their work in the South. 


Must Modify Report. 
The following language was used in the 
report of the committee and referred back 
for modification: 51914 

The freedmen’s cause appeals to us with pe- 
culilarly imperſous insistence, because of the 
prejudives and barbaric caste spirit that are today 
devising new .tortures for the negro’s body and: 
new terrors for his soul. We join heartily with 
our fellow-citizens and fellow-Christians of the 
South in their horrors at these dreadful manifesta- 
tions, and at a time which beholds an incredible 
development of anti-negro savagery among men 
of the baser sort in our Christian land: when the 
wild cruelty the Indians delight in in the in- 
fliction of physical torment ts repeated at the 
lynching of a negro; when men, aroused by mob 
passion, dance about their victim as he sizzles 
in the flames, mutilate him with knives for the 
joy of seeing him quiver with agony, sing while 
the body falls writhing in death, and eut up the 
still warm flesh for souvenirs; at such a time it is 
the high hour of our church to show her sympathy 
for the oppressed, to pledge herself. afresh in 
sacrifice and service for the rescue and redemption 
of the negro from his sufferings and his sins. 

In the afternoon the Board of Education 
occupied an hour, and, like the other boards 
of the church, reported itself free from debt.. 
The Rev. Dr. W. R. Kirkwood, the chairman 
of the committee, closed his report with a 
reference to the overtures from the presby- 
teries of Chicago and Schuyler in reference 
to a minute and comprehensive inquiry into 
the cause of ministerial education. 

The committee recommended that the as- 
sembly should appoint a committee to con- 
fer with the authorities of the Presbyterian 
theological seminaries and other educational 
institutions and with the Board of Educa- 
tion, making a thorough investigation of 
thé subject and reporting to the next assem- 
bly. The Rev. Dr. Edward B. Hodge, the 
secretary of the Board of Education, as- 
sured the assembly his board would welcome 
the proposed inquiry. ‘ 


Matter of Representation. 

The Committee on Reduced Representa- 
tion urged the assembly to decrease its 
membership hereafter. It presented two 
resolutions, one of which would continue 
the present system of électing commission- 
ers, but would make the unit of representa- 
tion thirty-six ministers instead of twenty- 
our, as at present. If this resolution were 
accepted every presbytery having thirty-six 
ministers would be entitled to one mimster 
and one elder as representatives in the as- 
sembly, and an additional minister and elder 
for each additional thirty-six ministers. 

Any presbytery having less than eighteen 
members would have only one commissioner, 
a minister and an elder taking the place in 
alternate yeafs. This change in the basis of 
representation would reduce the number of 
commissioners from 672 to 422. | 

The alternative resolution reported by the 
committee was a step towards a different 
system cf representation. It was proposed 
to make the number of communicants rather 
than the number of ministers the basis. It 
Was proposed to make the basis of represen- 
tation one minister and one elder for every 
6,000 communicants in the synods. But the 
committee did not wish to relegate the pres- 
bytery to a secondary or unimportant place 
in the Presbyterian system, and so it sug- 
gested that the delegates of a synod should 
be distributed for election among the several 
presbyterics so as to secure an equal rc pre- 
sentation from the synod of ministers and 
elders in the assembly. > 
Dr. G. W. F. Birch of New York made the 
speech of the afternoon, saying in substance: 
“The time for reducing the General As- 
sembly has not come, and I hope it never 
will come. While we are Presbyterians we 
should keep as near the people as we can. 
The ater the church, the larger the as- 
sembly should be. The greatest court of the 


} Presbyterian church should be in cofistanc 


touch with the smallest presbytery and the 
smallest church in that presbytery.“ 

The committee was discharged and the 
matter was Indeilnitely postponed. 

The Warszawiak case came up this after- 
noon; the Judicial committee finding the 
papers in order and recommending that they 
all be referred to a judicial commission, ap- 
pointed to try the case. i 


EX-GOV. NORTHEN ON LYNCHING 


They Need Negroes in the South 
and Illinois Is Little Better 
than Georgia. | 


Boston, Mass., May 22.—Ex-Governor Will- 
iam J. Northen of Georgia addressed the 
Congregational club this evening on The 
White Man's Burden.“ 

The ex-Governor today discussed the af- 
fairs of his Siate, particularly with respect 
to lynching, with considerable freedom. 

„ All ave need is to understand each other 
a little better,“ he said, and you of the 
North will not worry so much about us down 
in Georgia. We are about fifty white to 
forty black down there, and it must be evi- 
dent to people who realize that fact that we 
not only desire to do so, but it is for our in- 
terest to get along peacefully together.“ 

“There is really no such thing as elimi- 
nating the black man from the South, no so- 
jution.of the race problem that does not re- 
tain him as an element, is there?’’ was asked, 

„We don't want any other, We want those 
people there. I want them on my farm. 
Why, there is net 5 per cent of the colored 
people that can be regarded as of the crim- 
inal class. 

“Tam going to show my Northern friends 
that our percentage of crime is smaller than 
theirs in proportion to population. We think 
that six Iynchings in Illinois in a year is not 
so badly out of proportion to the number Jn 
our own State. They shoot negroes there 
for trying to get work. We never do that. 
We don't lynch a negro for stealing a pockct- 
book, as happened in one of your Northern 


States April 20.” 


DISCUSS THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 


Club Holds Its May 
Meeting at the Palmer House— 
Colored Speakers Heard. 


. “The North and South” was the topic 
discussed at the May meeting of the Con- 
gregational club at the. Palmer House last 
evening, among the speakers being three 


: colored educators engaged in work among 
the 


negroes in the South. The occasion was 
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denoted as “ ladies’ night,“ and 300 persons 
attended the nquet, at which the Rev. J. 
F. Loba of Evanston, President of the club, 
was toastmaster. 


The Rev. L. B. Maxwell Speaks. 

The Rev. L. B. Maxwell of Savannah, Ga., 
then gave an address on ‘ The White Man’s 
Burden—The Mission of Congregationalism 
to the Negro of the South.“ He said in part: 

It might be considered strange for me to 
speak here tonight on this subject, but this 
is Chicago and not Georgia. Religion and 
education are the elements needed, to raise 
the black man of the South, and the white 
must help him. Congregational missions 
are well organized to take up this work, and 
wherever they have been establishing they 
have been far-reaching in thelr influence. 

I have just come from Alabama, where 
the whole State is excited over the negro 
question. They would disfranchise the negro 
because of his disposition to sell his vote, 
This is simply a subterfuge to heap indig- 
nity upon injury. The intelligent negroes of 
the South are doing more to educate their 
people than the intelligent whites are ac- 
complishing among their own race. What 
we want in the South today is Christian 
education on one side and educated Chris- 
tlans on the other.“ 

President McClure Is Heard. 

President J. E. K. McClure of Lake For- 
best University followed with a discourse on 
“The Black Man's Buden.“ He said: 

“The race problem in the South is one of 
the greatest questions of the day. The bur- 
den of the black man, as I take it, is ona 
par with the burden of the white man as 
told in Rudyard Kipling’s poem. If the 
black man is to bear the burden and be a 
helper in the world he must be a giver to 
the world and not merely a receiver. 

„In a Mississippi county not long ago, in 
a space of time when 300 marriage licenses 
were granted to white people, and propor- 
tionately there should have been 1,200 U- 
censes to colored people, as a matter of fact 
there were only three. These conditions 
and those that are bound to follow lead to 
crime.“ 


Professor R. W. Taylor Talks. 


Professor R. W. Taylor of the Tuskegee 
Institute, Tuskegee, Ala., responded to the 
toast, How Can the Burdens of Both Be 
Lightened?“ 

„ There is but one way,” said he, and 
that is to follow in the footsteps of him who 
said: ‘Bear Ye One Another's Burdens,’ 
The white man and the black man must come 
together and work together to make the 
work of each lighter.” 

Mrs. Barnett on Lynchings. 

Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett talked on “A 
Plea for the Supremacy of the Law.“ She 
said: 

‘Lynching in the South goes on almost 
without restraint. Mobs in brad daylight 
lynch negroes with impunity. The men in 
the riotous and bloody work feel, and even 
know in some cases, that they will not be 
punished. This is a terrible state of affairs. 


Joseph Rose Killed by a Cave-in. 


Joseph Rose, an Italian laborer, was killed 
yesterday afternoon by a cave-in in a hole nine 
feet in depth, in which he was digging, under 
the street car tracks at Despiaines and Adams 
streets. Rose was 44 years of age and married. 
He was employed’ with Patrick Corney by the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company. Corney 
saw the walls beginning to cave in and man- 
aged to scramble out, at the same time shouting 
a warning to his companion, but too late. Rose 
was smothered under tons of earth. His body 
was taken to the County morgue. He lived at 
Union and Ohio streets.

LAY BLAZE TO INCENDIARIES. 


Fire at Sariem Race Track Believed to 
Have Been Started by Enemies of 
Its Managers. 


There appears to be little doubt that the 
grandstand and fen t the Harlem race 
track, which burned y yesterday morn- 
ing, were fired by incendiaries. The Harlem 
Jockey club management was loath to dis- 
cugs the cause of the fire, but admitted there 
is reason to suspect incendiarism. General 
Manager Miers, however, did not believe the 
club had an enemy who would resort to such 
means of yengeance. President Schrade 
of the Proviso Town board thinks the build- 
ings were fired and many others in the 
town take the same position. 

Detectives were set to work on the case in 
the afternoon, but up to a late hour last 
night no arrests were made. . 

Members of the racing fraternity see in 
the burning of the O'Leary poolroom at 
Roby on May 10, the day before the opening 
of that track, and the destruction of the 
buildings at Harlem, something more than 
a coincidence. They say the nature of the | 
fires and the times of their occurrence in- 
dicate they were the work of incendiaries 
and probably of the same persons. 

F. Heidelbach, watchman at the Harlem 
track, said he was unable to account for 
the fire on any other ground than that it

The 
principal New Testament writer deals with 
marriage from the grossest point of view, 
and, while permitting, distinctly discourages 
it. This bad advice and the contempt of 
worldly possessions inculcated in the gospels 
constitute the basis of monasticism, which 1s 
a blot on the modern world. | 

“The point is made that though specific 
directions may be outgrown, the spirit can- 
not be. Here is a matter more difficult to 
deal with; the spirit of Jesus is something 
that hardly bears discussion, so sacred is it 
to our thought. Still, I imagine that he 
would have, us speak plainly. In spirit as in 
word he was the prophet of non-resistance.

But this, ke 
the other, has had slight illustration in prac- 
tice, Christians generally refusing absolutely 
to act on it. 

“If Jesus did not speak the final word in 
ethics none will pretend that it has been 
spoken since. In the nature of things it can- 
not be spoken. The Inevitable social change 
to be effected in the next century will neces- 
sitate a guidance differing from the best that 
can now be laid down.”’ 


‘DEATH RATE NEAR THE NORMAL 


Health Department Reports a Decrease 
—Fewer Fatalities from Impure , 
Water Diseases. 


For the first time since the beginning of 
the year the Health department announces a 
death rate approaching the normal. Only 396 
deaths were recorded last week, as against 
503 during the previous week and 453 during 
the corresponding week of 1808. This is a 
decrease of 152 from the average of the 
previous nin weeks of the year. Health 
Commissione nolds expressed the hope 
that the unusually high death rate that has 
prevailed thus far may now be at an end, 
but fears that the unseasonably raw, cold 
weather will cause an increase of respiratory 
diseases among those who carelessly expose 
themselves and continue to dress according 
to the almanac rather than according to the 
temperature. 

The. weekly bulletin shows that there have 
been 10,809 deaths since the first of the year, 
as against 9.673 during the first twenty 
weeks of 1898, an increase of nearly 12 per 
cent. There is reason, however, to expect 
the June mortality will be unusually light,“ 
it says. “A large part of the excess of 
mortality thus far has been hastened by in- 
fluenza and its complications. This baleful 
agency is rapidly subsiding, and pneumonia, 
which it has affected most seriously, caused 
only forty deaths last week, as against a 
previous average of 115 per week.“ 

The bulletin continues: Deaths from the 
impure water diseases, notwithstanding the 
contamination of the public water supply, 
are remarkably few—twenty-one last week, 
as against twenty-eight the week before 
and thirty-four in the corresponding week 
of last year. It is believed that the pub- 
licity given by the newspapers to the daily 
reports of the sanitary quality of the water 
has much to do with this reduction.“

throwing away the money he pays to him,“ 
said Fred W. Upham, President of the Board 
of Review, yesterday. “If he hopes to re- 
duce his assessment by bribery it will be 
necessary to buy up a majorit 
Board of Assessors and the rd of Re- 
view, and that would cost him more than it 
would be worth. The best thing property- 
owners can do is to come in and make a fair 
schedule. It is likely to save them both 
money and trouble.“

ground for it. There are a number of big 
taxpayers who are willing to do something 
of the kind to dodge taxes, and there are 
crooked individuals familiar with the ras- 
cally methods used by certain deputies under 
the old system, who are ready to undertake 
to make false returns.

THREATS OF APPEAL TO COURTS ON 
EXPORT AND IMPORT RATES. 


Interstate Commission’s Investigation 


Shows Discrimination Has Resulted 
Disastrously to Many Uig American 
Interests—Progress of Alton Nego- 
tiations for Other Lines — Immi- 
grant Clearing-House Bureau—Ca- 
reer of Robert Gillham. 


Threats are being made by some roads to 
appeal to the courts if the Interstate Com- 
merce commission should order the railroads 
to make the same rates on export and import 
that are made on domestic business. The in- 
vestigation now being made by the commis- 
sion has progressed far enough to show that 
the discrimination made in favor of export- 
ers has resulted most disastrously to many 
American interests of great magnitude and 
especially to the milling interests. Yet the 
railroads find the discrimination helps them 


and propose to keep it up if it possibly can 


be done. 

Some of these roads refused to pledge 
themselves to maintain published tariff rates 
at the recent confere with the Interstate 
Commerce commission for the reason that 
they believe the commission is getting too 
meddlesome. They say the export and im- 
port rates are not subject to the provisions 
of the interstate commerce act and the com- 
mission cannot dictate what they shall be. 

Export and through shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago last week 
by the all-rail lines amounted to 81,149 tons. 
against 94,924 tons for the week previous and 
96,690 tons for the corresponding week last 


year. 
Progress of Alton Deals. 


Negotiations are said to be progressing 
favorably between the Chicago and Alton 
and the half completed St. Louis, Peoria 
and Northern, whereby the former is to se- 
cure control of the latter. and also a large 
interest in the Chicago Terminal Transfer 
company. The latter owns the Grand Cen- 
tral Depot, Fifth avenue and Harrison street, 
which the Alton is to occupy. It is authorita- 
tively stated that pending the completion 
of the deal with the Peoria and Northern 
and Chicago Terminal Transfer there will 
be no reorganization or readjustment plan 
of the Alton. 

It is understood that subscribers to the 
purchasing syndicate of the Alton will re- 
ceive par in 4 per cent bonds and 50 per cent 
in stocks as a bonus, which it is supposed 
will earn from 4 to5 per cent. The amount 
required for the purchase of the property 
was about $40,000,000. It is expected that 
the plan for the reorganization of the com- 
pany will be made public in all its details in 

a short time. Over 97 per cent of the pre- 
— and over 94 per cent of the common 
stock of the old company has been de- 
posited with the syndicate. An increase in 
earnings is looked for owing to the better 
facilities the road will have under the new 
arrangement for securing through business 
through its close connections with the Union 
Pacific, Missouri Pacific, Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, and Baltimore and Ohio. If the 
St. Louis, Peoria and Northern is acquired 
by the Alton its earning capacity will be 
still further increased. and in anticipation 
of such results extensive improvements in 
the physical condition of the road and large 
additions to the rolling stock and equipment. 
will be made at once.

When the fed- 
eral court assumed jurisdiction in the re- 
ceivership proceedings he was dismissed as 
a receiver, but the decree specified that he 
should be retained as General Manager.
